der and had attempted to kill her. He 
gave to Colonel Hensley aa earring 
which he said had been torn from the 
ear of the woman assailant by Mrs 
Rupp. 
Stabbed His W ife 
Alter three days’ investigation the 
police of Hampton and the military 
authorities failed to find any evidence 
that would substantiate the claim th. t 
Mrs. Kupp had been attacked by ene- 
mies from the outside. Then lieuten­ 
ant Rupp made a confession in which 
he assumed all responsibility for the 
assault on his w ife. 
The military authorities declined to 
go into details alxmt the assault, hut 
the Hampton police claimed that the 
earrmg in the case* belonged to a wo* 
mun in Hampton who had no connec­ 
tion whatever with the attack on Mrs. 
Rupp. 
A board of inquiry investigated the 
atfair and its recommendations were 
sent to Washington. They haw never 
been made public.

in regard to sending the message by 
wire, it is believed instructions will be 
sent out from 
Washington 
telling 
wireless operators how to set their in­ 
struments in order to receive the ad­ 
dress. 
Since the elaborate ceremonies that 
usually go with an inauguration have 
been curtailed this year and the speech 
is to be delivered in Gettysburg there 
seems to be no incentive to be one of 
those present at Washington. 
Com­ 
paratively few persons will be able to 
hear the voice of Mr. Harding on the 
White House portico for the space is 
limited, but with the use of the Ar­ 
lington radio station his words will br 
sent to thousands not only in 
the 
United States but in other nations a 
well. 
At the 
present time the 
wireless 
apparatus at college has but two 
aerials, extending from the roof of the 
gymnasium to the roof of Gladfelter 
Hall. 
Future plans call for two ad­ 
ditional wires to be strung from Penn 
Sylvania Hall to Gladfelter which will 
greatly extend the receiving area for 
the station.
